SECOND BEST STORY 


The second top story of the 


year was the criminal assault on 
two young college coeds near 
Oak Ridge by Wendel Spidel of 
Carlisle who later was given one 
of the longest sentences ever im- 
posed by an Adams County court, 
25 to 50 years. In tenth place was 
another shocking story, the search 
for the murderer of Mrs. Kermit 
Paxton at her home near Gard- 
ners. Death occurred October 24. 
1962. 


Third place in the competition 


went to the Route 15 "bypass." 
The story began early in 1953 as 
contractors raced to complete the 
approximately 13 miles of road 
bypassing the town to the east.

With 12li 
inches of snow the month receive< 
only 2.21 inches of precipitation 
Normal for December is 2.9;

The December rainfall brought 


the 1963 total to 30.53 inches which 
is 11.47 inches short of normal.

There 
were free/ing temperatures every 
day of the month and on 13 days 
the temperature did not go above 
reezing.

tivities. 
SECOND BEST STORY 
The second top story of the 
year was the criminal assault on 
two young college coeds near 
Oak Ridge by Wendel Spidel of 
Carlisle who later was given one 
of the longest sentences ever im­ 
posed by an Adams County court, 
25 to 50 years, In tenth place was 
another shocking story, the search 
for the murderer of Mrs. Kermit 
Paxton at her home near Gard­ 
ners. Death occurred October 24. 
1962. 
Third place in the competition 
went to the Route IS "bypass M 
The story began early in 1963 as 
contractors raced to complete the 
approximately 13 miles of road 
bypassing the town to the east.

Fourth place went to the race

DECEMBER 
COLD,DRY; 
SET RECORDS 


An icy December went into the 
local weather annals today and 
helped 1963 set some new weather 
records. 
This morning’* one below zero 
reading was the coldest of this 
season but not as cold as some 
mornings early in the year when 
readings as low as nine below 
zero were taken here last Janu­ 
ary. At 8 a m. today the mercury 
stood at zero in the thermometers 
at The Gettysburg Times weather 
station. 
December was added to the long 
list of months this year that had 
shortage of rainfall. With 124 
inches of snow the month received 
only 2 21 inches of precipitation. 
Normal 
for 
December is 2.95 
inches. 
SECOND DRIEST YEAR 
The December rainfall brought 
the 1963 total to 30.53 inches which 
is 11.47 inches short of normal.

ord for frigidity was set. The 
second coldest December since 
1917. 
The ninth month this year that 
was short on rainfall which makes 
1963 the second driest year here 
since continuous weather records 
were begun here 60 years ago. 
Only the record-breaking 1930 
was drier with its total of 23.63 
inches of rain. 
13 ALL-FREEZING DAYS 
The cold, dry December fol­ 
lowed the wettest November in 
ll years and the warmest in 15 
years. November had a surplus of 
ram of nearly two inches. 
Temperatures this month aver­ 
aged six and a half degrees below 
normal daily. The average daily 
reading was 27.61 degrees. Nor­ 
man for the month is 34.2 de­ 
grees. The range was from this 
morning’s one below zero reading 
to a high of kl degrees on the 
afternoon of December 7. There 
were freezing temperatures every 
day of the month and on 13 days 
the temperature did not go above 
freezing. 
Measurable rain or snow fell on 
only five days this month. 
The 
daily 
high 
temperature 
readings averaged only a little 
more than two degrees above 
freezing and the daily lows aver­ 
aged just under 21 degrees.

at that time. Goldwater said 
that "shortly thereafter the Re- 
publican party will begin to 
praise or to criticize."

NEW YORK (AP) — "That 
rowdy transaction of passion, 
tumult and circus called a pres­ 
idential campaign” starts again 
in a few months. Its very close­ 
ness gave special meaning to

carried John F. Kennedy into 
the 
White 
House—and 
kept 
Richard M. Nixon out of it. 
“The Making of the President 
1960.” a documentary on ABC, 
was written by Theodore H. 
White and based on his book of 
the same name. The program 
was completed a few days be­ 
fore the assassination of Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy 
and 
was 
not 
changed because of it. 
Even 
a 90-minute 
show of 
newsreel film, television tapes, 
still photographs and explana­ 
tions is far too short for more 
than a shallow examination of 
the forces behind the election of 
a president. 
FASCINATING PROGRAM 
It was, however, a fascinat­ 
ing program, recalling aspects 
of the campaign many of us had 
forgotten. I found, for example, 
that I had forgotten how strong 
a contender Lyndon B. Johnson 
had been for the Democratic 
nomination. 
Interesting m aterial included 
television tape made immedi­ 
ately before the first debate be­ 
tween Kennedy and Nixon. Both 
men looked weary, wary and 
tense as they made smalll talk 
and received instructions on de­ 
bate procedures. 
There still are some things 
that can be done better in book 
form, and a treatise on a presi­ 
dential campaign obviously is 
one of them. 
NBC’s Sunday afternoon "The 
Law and Lee Oswald" was a 
round-table 
discussion 
which 
raised the question of whether 
Oswald, 
accused 
assassin 
of 
Kennedy, could have received a 
fair trial. Only one of four law­ 
yers, a Dallas attorney named 
Leon Douglas, thought so.

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A Bit Of History About 
Early Settlers 


By B. F. M. MACPHERSON 


THE K ER R FAM ILY OF 
LOWER MARSH C R EEK 


The historical and genealogi­ 
cal study of Lower Marsh Creek 
Presbyterian graveyard, inter­ 
rupted for the series on the Baile 
family and their burial ground, 
is continued at this time. 
One of the oldest and most in­ 
teresting family plots in Lower 
Marsh Creek burial ground is 
that of the Kerr family, early 
settlers in William Penn's "Man­ 
or of the Masque (or Maske).M 
According to records in the 
State Land Office a George Kerr 
filed a claim for land in October 
1740 and a John Kerr in April, 
1741. They had probably settled 
on their tracts some years be 
fore — as was usual in those 
early days. 
Much of the data that will be 
Included in this study of the 
Kerr family was compiled by 
the late Mrs. Frances Cunning­ 
ham Harper. Elizabeth Lott Boy- 
er. and Thomas Kerr Kirkpat­ 
rick. 
In the early part of the eight­ 
eenth century a group of the 
so-called "Scotch-Irish” settled 
on lands located in the western 
part of what is now Adams 
County, Pennsylvania, at that 
time and for many years there­ 
after, the far western frontier. 
Among these people was George 
Kerr. his wife. Isabella Kerr, 
and their children. 
FAM ILY PLANTATION 
The 
original 
George 
Kerr 
plantation was located a^ng the 
present 
Gettysburg - Fairfield 
road, near the Lower Marsh 
Creek Presbyterian Church. It 
remained in the Kerr family for 
some five generations. John Jo­ 
seph (5) Kerr sold the property, 
as his children were all daugh­ 
ters and there was no male heir 
of the name to carry it on. 
Isabella Kerr. the wife of the 
first George Kerr, is buried in 
Lower Marsh Creek churchyard 
and her grave is marked. How- 
ever, her husband, after the 
family was well settled on the 
frontier, apparently returned to 
Scotland, or possibly Ireland, 
for some reason or other. On 
his return to this province he 
fell ill at some one of the 
"Scotch-Irish" settlements along 
the Delaware — where he had 
Stopped with friends. Here he 
died and was buried. The place 
of his death and interment is

vania). According to a fairly 
reliable family tradition James 
Kerr, a brother of George (I) 
Kerr, lived in this older settle­ 
m ent 
H EA D ED FA M ILY 
John (2) Kerr. the son of 
George (I) and Isabella Kerr, 
became the head of the family 
on the death of his father. His 
mother continued to live with 
her son and John (2) Kerr pro­ 
vided for her in his will. She out­ 
lived him by only a few months. 
Both are buried in the Lower 
Marsh Creek graveyard and the 
inscription from the marker at 
their graves reads as follows: — 
I. 
"Here lies the body of 
John Kerr, who — departed this 
life — the 28th day of January, 
A D., 1749 — Aged 49 years. — 
And also — the Body of — Isa­ 
bella Kerr — who departed this 
life _____( ? ) ______ (?), 1759 
- Aged _____ (?) Years.** 
Note: — The year of death, 
as given on the tombstone of 
John (2) Kerr, is in error — 
it should be 1759 and his age — 
59 years. 
D E T A IL E D W ILL 
The will of John (2) Kerr, 
which was entered to probate 
March 19. 1759, is quite detailed 
— family-wise. His wife. Mar­ 
tha Kerr (the daughter of John 
and 
Elizabeth 
I Fletcher! 
Dar­ 
by), is given one-third of her 
husband's personal estate, and 
sufficient maintenance upon the 
Kerr plantation during her wid­ 
owhood. John (2) Kerr also pro­ 
vides for the welfare of "my an­ 
cient and honorable mother." 
The Kerr lands are equally di­ 
vided between two sons, George 
(3) and William (3) Kerr. 
"Item — I give and bequeath 
to my seven sons, each of them, 
namely my son George Kerr. 
William Kerr, John Kerr. Sam­ 
uel Kerr. James Kerr, Thomas 
Kerr and Andrew Kerr. the sum 
of twenty pounds current money 
of Pennsylvania, ten pounds of 
each twenty to be put out at in­ 
terest until each of them arrive 
at the full age of twenty-one 
years, at which time they are 
to receive, each of them, the 
said twenty pounds principal 
together with the interest to 
them and their heirs forever . . . 
“I likewise order and will that 
my two sons, George Kerr and 
William Kerr shall pay unto the 
residue of their brethren, the 
sum of fifty pounds current 
money as aforesaid, ten pounds 
to each brother to be paid when 
each brother shall arrive at the 
full age of twenty-three years 
according to their birthright."

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A Bit Of History About

THE KERR FAMILY OF 
LOWER MARSH CREEK 
The historical and genealogi- 


cal study of Lower Marsh Creek 
Presbyterian graveyard, inter- 
rupted for the series on the BaDe 
family and their burial ground, 
is continued at this time. 


One of the oldest and most in- 


teresting family plots in Lower 
Marsh Cretk burial ground is 
tha: 
of the Kerr family, early 


settlers in William Penn's "Man- 
or of the Masque (or Maske)." 
According to records in the 
State Land Office $ George Ken- 
filed a claim for land in October 


1741. 
They had probably settled 


on their tracts 'some years be- 
fore — as was usual in those 
early days. 


Much of the data that will be 


included in this study of the 
Kerr family was compiled by 
the late Mrs. Frances Cunning-1 
ham Harper, Elizabeth Lott Boy- j 
er. and Thomas Kerr Kirkpat-] 
rick. 


In the early part of the eight- 


eenth century a group of the 
so-called "Scotch-Irish" settled 
on lands located in the western 
part 
of what is now Adams 


County. Pennsylvania, at that 
time and for many years there- 
after, the far western frontier. 
Among these people was George 
Kerr. his wife, Isabella Kerr, 
and their children.

The 
original 
George 
Kerr 


plantation was located along the 
present 
Gettysburg - Fairfield 


road, near the Lower 
Marsh 


Creek Presbyterian Church. It 
remained in the Kerr family for 
some five generations. John Jo- 
seph (5) Kerr sold the property, 
as his children were all daugh- 
ters and there was no male heir 
of the name to carry it on. 


Isabella Kerr, the wife of the 


first George Kerr. is buried in 
Lower Marsh Creek churchyard 
and her grave is marked. How- 
ever, her husband, after 
the 


family was well settled on the 
frontier, apparently returned to 
Scotland, or possibly Ireland, 
for some reason or other. On 
his return to this province he 
fell ill at some one of the 
"Scotch-Irish" settlements along 
the Delaware — where he had 
stopped with friends. Here he 
died and was buried.

DETAILED WILL 


The will of John (2) Kerr, 


which was entered to probate 
March 19, 1759, is quite detailed 
— family-wise. His wife, Mar- 
tha Kerr (the daughter of John 
and 
Elizabeth [Fletcher] Dar- 


by), 
is given one-third of her 


husband's personal estate, and 
sufficient maintenance upon the 
Kerr plantation during her wid- 
owhood. John (2) Kerr also pro- 
vides for the welfare of "my an- 
cient and honorable mother." 
The Kerr lands are equally di- 
vided between two sons, George 
(3) and William (3) Kerr. 


"Item — I give and bequeath 


to my seven sons, each of them, 
namely my son George Kerr, 
William Kerr, John Kerr, Sam- 
uel Kerr, James Kerr, Thomas 
Kerr and Andrew Kerr, the sum 
of twenty pounds current money 
of Pennsylvania, ten pounds of 
each twenty to be put out at in- 
terest until each of them arrive 
at the full age of twenty-one 
years, at which time they are 
to receive, each of them, the 
said twenty pounds principal 
together with the interest to 
them and then- heirs forever . 


'I likewise order and will that 


my two sons, George Kerr and
